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FOREWORD 


The Government of India set up a Board of Scientific Termino- 
logy in 1950, to consider tbe question of evolving a uniform standard 
and scientific terminology for the country and preparing a dictionary of 
such terms for all modern Indian languages. The terms of reference of 
the Board are given in^ Appendix I. The Board laid down certain basic 
principles which are given in Appendix II. 

Among a number of Expert Committees set up by the Board for 
evolving Hindi equivalents for English terms in various subjects, the 
Expert Committee on Education was formed in July, 1956. In October, 
1958, this Committee was reconstituted. The names of the Members of 
the Committee are given in Appendix HI. 

The first list of terms relating mainly to General Education, has 
been finalized and is to be published shortly. 

The second and third lists of the series consist of terms on 
Educational Psychology which mainly relate to the accumulated and 
systematized results of observation and experiments, in the laboratories, 
class-rooms, and clinics of Educational Psychologists, and as such include 
terms relating to Educational Biology, Social Psychology, Developmental 
Psychology, Clinical and Abnormal Psychology, Anthropology and 
Psychiatry. 

The present list is a continuation of the second list (Educational 
Psychology). It contains 1265 terms and 77 phrases on Educational 
Psychology. 

All the terms given in this pamphlet have been arranged in alpha- 
betical order and wherever necessary associated terms in the same class 
or group have also been given under the main term. 

The Committee has accepted all current Hindi terms which have 
imined nrecise connotation, wherever they are available e. g. jitIh for 
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Terns based on proper names and those that have gained inter- 
national currency have been retained as such e, g.,

Primiples laid down by the Bomd of Scientific Terminology 

L By international lernilnology is meant tbe scientific and 
teclinical terms given in the proceedings of the International Council of 
Scientific UnionSj from time to time. 

2. The Board endorses the views of the University Commission 
and the Central Advisory Board of Education that, as far as possible, inter- 
national scientific and technical terms should be used in all books written 
in Hindi and other principal languages of India. International terms in 
Geology, Zoology and Botany should be adopted as such« 

3. The symbols, signs and formulae used in Mathematics and 
other sciences should be adopted without modification, that is, letters 
and figures of the Roman alphabet should be used in Hindi. 

4. In preparing dictionaries of scientific terminology, the trans- 
literation of the international terms should be given in Devanagari, and 
then the original in Roman script in brackets. Wherever necessary, a 
translation and explanation of the term will also be given.
